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There are many pleasant walks off the 
beaten path in the neighbourhood of 
Dublin—walks through fields and over 
stiles. One of the longest and most in- 
teresting of these is near the village of Kil- 
martin, on the borders. of Meath. The 
way lies at the back*of Kilmartin House, 
which is itself off the main Mulhuddert 
road. After leaving Kilmartin numerous 
wide fields must be crossed, and the 
direction bears always to the right.

Unwanted Latchkeys. 


The latchkey is superfluous in Madrid, 
I am told; for in that city there. still 
lingers an old organisation, dating back 
to the Inquisition, of night-watchmen; or 
‘“‘gerenos,’’ who nowadays act as living 
door-openers for all and sundry, About 
90 per cent. of Madrid people, it appears, 
live in apartments or tenement houses, 
and the porters in these buildings go off 
duty at 11 p.m. Thereafter the sereno 
paces the street outside, carrying the keys 
of all the houses on his beat in a special 
leather apron. When someone comes 
home, instead of opening his own door, 
he claps his hands or shouts “ serend,”’ 
and the night-watchman arrives with the 
key. In some districts he also provides 
a wax taper for light. A tip of ten 
centimos—Yather less than a bhi súnna 
pays for his services. Tips form the entire 
income of the sereno, who, when he retires, 
sells his beat to the highest bidder, if it 
is not handed down to a son, as is usual.

DRY VERSUS WET MILKING.

N these days, when the importance of

It is all-important that a 
milker be taught the right way at the outset.

From the standpoint of the cow, too, wet- | 


hand milking is disadvantageous, because it 
invelves too much stripping and drawing at 
the teats, causing unnecessary friction, even 
when the téats are wet. A first-class dry- 
hand milker never pulls or stretches the teats 
at all, The ressure of his hands 
is never downwards, but entirely horizontal, 
as it should be; and as the udder empties, 
the milker simply grasps the teats highe 
up, continuing the horizontal pressure till 
the last milk is drawn. The teats should 
not be drawn beyond their natural length, 
though, to the wet-hand milker, milking 
seems an impossibility if the teats are not 
drawn or stretched. 

A wet-hand milker may contend that his 
method is natural,because it more closely 
imitates the action of the calf when sucking. 
But it is to be noted that the calf does 
not strip or pull the teat. It retains it 
practically in one position, giving the udder 
an occasional punch upwards, and only 
releases one teat to change to another. The 
calf is a wet milker, because it has no 
choice, and the clean saliva has a healing 
effect on the teat. 

Wet milking is a difficult habit to cure, 
but a method well recommended for the pur- 
pose is to get the milker to wash and dr 
his hands and then smear them with 
vaseline. The use of the vaseline, too, has 
the advantage of rere the teats supple, 
and being a mild antiseptic, it is preventive

BUDGET TAX ON 
BOOKS. 


WHAT DOES “IN 
BULK” MEAN? 


By Our Specia REPRESENTATIVE. 
éé A S good kill a man as kill a good 


book,” said Milton, in his famous 

Areopagitica, but, apparently, Mr. 
Sean MacEntee thinks otherwise, and his 
imposition of a tariff ‘of ten per cent. will 
certainly do much to kill the steadily- 
growing reading public of Ireland and. the 
rising school of Irish authors. 

iven the cheapest of pamphlets will have 
to bear the weight of the new duty, together 
with their larger and more pretentious 
brethren. Here we coine on some more com- 
plications of the new scale of duties enforced 
under the Budget of May Ith. Books 
imported in bulk are liable to duty, but— 
“What is bulk?" ask the booksellers and 
the reading public. Nobody has yet found 
the answer to the riddle. 

Yesterday many theories were advanced 
fo me. Some suggested two books would be 
dutiable, others three, and some said single 
copies, but not even the Revenue authorities 
have given a definite ruling on the subject. 
While a single book imported through the 
post from across the Channel or elsewhere 
certainly cannot. be called ‘ bulk,’’ it is 
hardly likely that Mr. MacEntee will let 
it escape duty-free. If he did, readers would 
merely send to London for all their books, 
to the complete desolation of the  book- 
selling trade, which émploys very large num- 
bers of persons throughout the Free State. 

THREE SHILLINGS PER BOOK. 

Should the Minister for Finance decide 
that these single copies are dutiable, it would 
appear that for each one we import the re- 
cipient will have to pay three shillings— 
two shillings and sixpence being the minimum 
duty chargeable, plus sixpence for parcels 
tax. Soon, 1 fear, we shall be reduced to 
that ‘‘small rare volume ” of John Ferriar, 
but it is unlikely that it will be “black with 
tarnished gold,’ as the owner will, doubtless, 
have been muleted of all his gold to pay 
the duty, 

“1 cannot possibly approve a tax on 
thought," was the only comment Mr. Lennox 
Robinson would make on the tariffs during 
the course of a conversation yesterday. A 
tariff on books cannot be called by any other 
name. It must be appreciated that until a 
few years ago the bas a public of Ireland 
was one of the smallest in the world, but it 


| quently the 


was steadily growing under the influence of 
the new school of Irish authors, which is 
being fostered by English publishers. Now 
both the readers and the authors must suffer. 

When writing an author is actuated by 
wo impulses. To spread his thoughts among 
as many people as possible, and to earn 
sufficient money to live. Only by publishing 
with well-known London or New York 
publishers can any writer hope to achieve the 
wide fame for which he strives. Publishers 
in Ireland cannot claim to have the extensive 
world-wide circulation of their books which 
is obtained by those in England and America, 
and it is for this reason that if Irish authors 
are to become famous they must go abroad. 

From the reader's point of view, the tariff 
on books, if he is to continue reading, will 
limit the number of “ foreign ” works which 
he is to buy, and tend to restrict his scope to 
the home-produced article. Foreign alin. 
following the desire for fame and fortune, 
will not come to Ireland to have their books 
ublished, and to issue an edition specially 
In the Free State, where only a limited 
circulation is available, would be profit- 
able neither to the author nor the 
publisher. Shall we be limited to those few 
of our own authors who will publish at home? 
If so we shall be in danger of becoming a 
small people, incapable of viewing the events 
going on in the world on the uther side of our 
tariff walls. 

The student and the fiction reader will 
suffer with the bookseller. The demand for 
second hand books will increase, and conse- 
rice will rise. Irish libraries 
may have to increase their subscriptions, while 


| Engish circulating libraries, which send books 


to their branches in the Free State, appa- 
rently escape the tariff. 

‘The duty has been imposed apparently 
without. thought or care, one Dublin book- 
seller told me yesterday. ‘‘ First, we have a 
rigorous censorship of publications, and now 
it has been followed by a tariff which will 
censor everything—good, bad and indifferent. 
We might as well close down if things are to 
go on in this mapner.”’

IN A BREADCART.

BOMBAY, Thursday. 
ONFIDENCE is gradually returning 
in Bombay, although there are stil] 
cases of stabbing and occasional attempts 
at arson. Late to-night nineteen persons 
were injured in a clash between Pathans 
and Hindus in De Lisle road. The police 
dispersed the rioters and made 44 arrests. 
The combing out of bad characters is 
being energetically pursued, Whole 
blocks of houses are surrounded by troops 
while the police institute a house-to-house 
search inside the huge armed circle. 
Everyone found in possession of looted 
property is being arrested and remanded 
in police custody for fourteen days pending 
inquiries. 
he entry of the police into the ground 
floor of a block of buildings is the signal 
for a veritable rain of valuable silks and 
other goods from the windows of upper 
floors. Prisoners are being sent to a 
special temporary jail. 


FORTY IDLE MILLS. 


One significant incident to-day was the 
holding-up of what was ostensibly a 
baker's cart. The “ bread ' turned out to 
be an assorted stock of clasp-knives, 
daggers and hatchets. The driver was 
dressed as a Hindu, but was found to be 
a Moslem. His cart was the armoury 
supply division of the Moslem mawalis 
(hooligans). He narrowly escaped being 
beaten to death by enraged opponents. 

There were fierce Hindu-Moslem battles 
in the mil] area, in the northern part of 
Bombay, this morning. This is pre- 
dominantly a Hindu residential locality, 
and, with forty mills closed, Hindu mill- 
workers occupied themselves in assaulting 
Mohammedan pedestrians, one of whcm 
was killed. 

The police were obliged to open fire on 
the rioters, and fiftv arrests were made. 

Seventy-two hours’ continuous duty is 
the record of the majority of the police 
force. 


EXODUS CONTINUES, 
Representatives of the British insurance 


companies were prominent in the bazaar 
areas this morning, their dual purpose 


| being to survey their losses and assess 
| fresh 


risks. There has been a rush to 
cover by Indian merchants, who have 
mostly turned to British companies for 
this. Two years’ normal premium is at 
present being charged for thirty days 
cover. 

Meanwhile the exodus from the city con- 
tinues. There are now several thousand 
refugees in Poona, and hundreds more are 
arriving there by every train. Many 
people also are being evacuated to their 
own villages, special trains being run to 
accommodate them. 

The six days of disorders have cost 111 
lives, and in addition at least 1,100 persons 
have received serious injuries. 

BOMBAY, Later. 

Twenty-three persons were killed and 
ninety-five injured in the riots to-day. 
Tense feeling till exists in the main riot 
areas.

“INDIGNATION. 


HOW LIVES WERE 
LOST. 


GRAVE ALLEGATIONS 
MADE. 


“COMPLETE LACK OF 
ORGANISATION.”

ERIOUS disclosures are anticipated at 

the inquiry into the loss of the liner 

Georges Philippar. There is great indigna- 
tion among the survivors. 

The loss of life is alleged to be due to 
failure to rouse the sleeping passengers, 
the crew concentrating on fighting the fire. 

Three members of the crew in a forward 


cabin had no knowledge of. the fire vutil | 


two hours after it had gained a hold. 

It is alleged that some of the passengers 
had had no boat or fire drill, 
some were .trapped in their burning 
quarters by the closing of the water- 
tight bulkheads. 

The first notification is stated to nav 
been given by an English passenger, name 
unknown, who rushed on to the bridge 
end told the oficer of the waten Almost 
at the same time a lady passenger ran to 
the purser and said that something was 
wrong in her cabin. The purser returned 
with her, and found the room in flames. 


PREVIOUS OUTBREAK? 


It was reported among the passenger 
that there had been a previous outbreak 
of fire on the liner in Shanghai. It was 
not believed to have been anything serious, 
and was “ pooh-poohed’; by the officers 
of the ship; but the belief in the accuracy 
of the story persisted. 

All survivors concur in their evidence 
of the astounding rapidity with which 
the fire spread. They cannot account for 
it. In ten minutes the captain’s and 
officers’ cabin and the upper bridge were 
burning fiercely. 

Mr. and Mrs. Muirhead, two British 
survivors, who have been landed at 
Djiboute, state that there was no panic 
on board, but a complete lack of organisa- 
tion for the emergency which arose. The 
first-class quarters on D deck were already 
blazing when the alarm sounded—ap- 
parently they heard some kind of alarm— 
and many passengers were overcome by 
smoke in their staterooms. 


BULKHEADS SHUT, 


By some unfortunate error the bulk- 
heads at either end of the corridor giving 
access to the staterooms on D deck were 
closed with undue precipitation, they 
say, and many of the passengers were 
trapped inside. Some escaped out of the 
port-holes, but many were burnt to death. 

Hope has been virtually abandoned of 
any further rescues. The agents of the 
owners in Aden estimate that 68 or 70 
passengers are dead or missing. There 
are no British or Americans among them, 
but, Apparently, the exact figures are stil] 
in doubt. 


CAPTAIN’S REPORT. 


* INCREDIBLE RAPIDITY 
OF THE FLAMES.” 


The report received in Paris from Cap- 
tain Vicq, issued for publication by the 
Minister of Public Works and Mercantile 
Marine, says :— 

‘Warned on May 16th, at 2 a.m., that 
a passenger gave notice of fire in a cabin. 
I went to the spot at once, and found 
that the fire was spreading, although the 
fire-fighting apparatus was at once brought 
into play. Having lain-to with the wind 
at stern, I gave orders for boat positions 
to be taken up, in the fear that the life- 
boats might become inaccessible. L sent 
out the 8.0.8. signal. 

‘* The wireless post, the subsidiary post, 
the electric plant on the upper deck, and 
the captain’s bridge were in flames al- 
most simultaneously, although far from 
the main seat of the fire. The passengers 
on that deck, surprised. by the frightful 
rapidity of the fire, and not having had 
tine to leave their cabins, perished, 
asphyxiated. A few who had thrown 
themselves into the sea were able to be 
saved. 

“ Ií the incredible rapidity with which 
the fire had spread had not caused victims 
at the start we should have been able 
to save everybody. 

“The passengers remained perfectly 
calm; the officers and crew showed ad- 
mirable devotion.”’

LONDON IRREGULAR. 


BRITISH FUNDS AGAIN 
LOWER. 


— 


The easier conditions which developed in 
British Funds on Wednesday was again 
apparent in the early hours of yesterday, and 

uotations were. lowered afresh all round. 
Towards the end, however, a firmer tendency 
developed on the cessation of profit-taking 
sales, and values improved, though the closing 
rates were still appreciably below the oyer- 
night close in most directions. The volume 
of trading passing in markets generally was 
again on rather modest lines, but, while the 
general trend of values was adverse to holders, 
a number of bright spots were evident, and 
in several directions the day’s business 
resulted in a substantially improved level 
being returned. The trans-Atlantic issues 
recovered following initial weakness and a 
number of Miscellaneous Industrials returned 
higher values at the end of business. A 
feature among Mines was provided by Great 
Boulder, the price advancing smartly on the 
development news. As mentioned above, gilt- 
edged issues at first receded further, but a 
subsequent recovery brought ES to a level 
only a little below the overnight closing rates. 
The opinion is expressed that the recent sharp 
advance in British Funds, accelerated by 
speculation, had been of a nE-S likely to 
cause an unhealthy condition, and the reaction 
in values recently does not perturb the 
market. On the contrary, it is now considered 
that a steady and continuous upward move- 
ment is rendered more probable. Quiet. con- 
ditions characterised Foreign Government 
Stocks and values moved in irregular fashion. 
British Rails remained out of favour and 
losses ranging up to 14 points were general. 
Southern Pref.-Ord. and 5 per cent. Pref.

ourselves accidentally into that position, then

AN UNWISE POLICY. 

Continuing, Mr. BLYTHE said that the 
Suggestion of the Minister for Defence that 
they should accept this as a wise policy be- 
cause there was a majority for the bill was 
something that could not -be accepted at all. 
It was their opinion that this was an unwise 
policy. If the Government were only going 
for the removal of the Oath, unnecessary 
friction had been caused and damage had 
been done that could have been avoided. If 
the ey of the Government was to tear up 
the Treaty and “proceed to establish a twenty- 
six-county republic, then it wag more unwise. 
The point that there had been a majority 
in the House for the bill did not put any 
obligation upon them to say that it was a 
wise policy or to refrain from objecting to it. 
There was no question of a war between 
Britain and the Free State. If there was an 
invasion of this country, no matter what they 
might think of the causes that brought it 
about, they would have to be on the side 
of the Government. Their position would be 
different if the British Government had 
interfered. 


MATTER FOR NEGOTIATION. 

There was an accepted interpretation of 
the Treaty. Any changes required from time 
Lo time was a matter for negotiations. From 
an outside point of view, the Free State 
Government had now suddenly decided to 
put its own interpretation on the Treaty 
and to act upon it, without consultation with 
the other side. That might provoke a quarrel, 
and if that were so, their duty was to do 
all they could to urge the Government to 
stop, and to rouse public opinion in the 
country against this There was no obliga- 
tion on them -to fall in behind the Govern- 
ment. There was not for this country any 
guéstion of importance at issue. The matter 
was trivial from every point of view. They 
could not get a clear vote on this, because 
all sorts of things were mixed up with it. 
There might have been a permissive man- 
date, but there was no mandate to oblige the 
Government to go ahead.

CLOSING SPEECH. 


Mr. de VALERA. said that Deputy 
Anthony wanted them to tear up a domestic 
treaty. An arrangement had been made to 
conclud2 at half-past ten. There was a great 
deal of other public work to be done: 

The whole question, he proceeded, was 
whether or not.they were doing something 
in contravention of the Treaty. He held 
that the action, which he hoped the House 
would take, was absolutely in accord with the 
mandate that they Mid Írom the people.

the major of which concerned the deletion 
of Article 17—the removal of the Oath. And 
there was the section which dealt with 
Section 2 of the Constitution Act, the 
deletion of which would be necessary in 
order fully to safeguard their position.

‘There are two questions 
involved here, and the deputy should have 
intelligence enough to see that questions 
between State and State were not being inter- 
fered with. ‘The other was what was 
to be the domestic obligation of the people 
in a particular State to the head of the 
State, if they liked. Were not those ques- 
tions separate? There was no sensible person 
who would suggest that this was an act of 
severance. It was a domestic matter, relat- 
ing to the obligations that were to be put on 
the representatives. of the people who came 
there to the National Parliament.

It, therefore, 
behoves every farmer and pig-feeder to see 
that his pigs are getting proper feeding. “ We 
are strongly against the use of fish meal, 
linseed meal, and excessive use of milk or 
Indian meal, and the pigs should not be given 
too much of any one diet. We recommend 
the feeding of pigs on a home mixed and 
properly regula ration, rather than any 
one class of feeding by itself.”

It would be possible, on the other 
hand, w give concessions on such a wide 
scale that it would be easily possible for 
vehicles to be brought in without having 
paid duty. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Ind. Lab., Tipperary) 
said that he was in favour of this tariff, and 
he believed a very good case could be. made 
out for it. 


THE “CURSE” OF THE 
BORDER.

MR. LEMASS AND ITS 
REMOVAL. 
Mr. LEMASS said that the duty had been 


was highly efficient and which had a reputa- 
tion throughout the world, but which in the 
past few years had practically disappeared, 
mainly because discarded vehicles from. Eng- 
land were being ~" rted at any price and 
in large quantities. This duty was one which 
would not merely revive this industry, but 
also the handicraft industry, which they were 
particularly anxious to foster, and which 
mainly operated in rural towns, Although 
the yer ae for horse-drawn vehicles was 
declining, there was still a substantial market 
for them in the country. 

Replying to Mr. Blythe as to the 
difficulties and inconveniences at the 
border, the Minister said~ that the 
Customs authorities were endeavouring 
to carry out their duties in such a way as 
to give the least possible inconvenience. 
No matter how that was done, they would 
always come up against the inconvenience of 
the border, and the fact that it was a curse, 
the only way to reniove which was to remove 
the border. They were willing to consider 
that at any time. The only way to deal 
with the border towns which were badly hit 
was to include them in their own territory. 
So long as the border existed these incon. 
veniences to the fostering of trade would 


exist. 


MINISTER’S HOPE. 


He had pleasure. in moving .that_resolu- 
tion, as this was a duty which should have 
been imposed long ago. The industry had 
declined in the past few years, and the Tariff 
Commission, when making their investiga- 
tions, came in contact with skilled Irish 
workers who had been forced to emigrate. 
It was hoped that as a result of these tariffs 
these workers would be enabled to come back 
to the country. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (C. na nG., Nat. Univ.) 
inquired what was the evidence on which the 
Minister tor Industry and Commerce advised 
the Executive’ Council to make the Order so 
as to prevent anticipated dumping arising 
from events in other countries. The 
Customs duty now imposed was on 
wheeled vehicles principally intended to 
be drawn by animals for the carriage 
of persons or goods, or both. The case made 
before the Tariff Commission related entirely 
to the importation of second-hand vehicles 
in order to discourage the importation of dis- 
carded cars and traps from England. The 
Tariff Commission had reported that virtually 
no new horse-drawn vehicles were being 
imported, and that very few were being made 
either here or in England, and that — 
importing second-hand vehicles were usually 
not in a position to buy new ones. "He wished 
to know from what country the dumping was 
apprehended. 


“ COMPLETELY WRONG.” 


Mr. LEMASS said that, in view of various 
statements in regard to — tariffs, it was 
obvious that there was bound to be increased 
importation. . It was completely wrong to 


suggest that the market for carts and other. 


horse-drawn vehicles was of no magnitude. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the Minister 
seemed to have taken away any shadow of 
legality in regard to this order, The only 
duty that was warranted would be a duty on 
second-hand vehicles. 

Mr. G. BENNETT (C. na nG., ‘Limerick ) 
said that the duty would impose a hardship 
on farmmers—small farmers particularly. 

Mr. BLYTHE (C. na nG., eer An sug- 
gested that ordinary farm carts should he 
exempted from the order, as it would facilitate 
people on the border. 

e MINISTER said the matter would have 
consideration.

GHEATER RESULTS THAN 
HOPED FOH. 


Mr. LEMASS moved a resolution increasing 
the duty on motor vehicle bodies. He said 
that the imposition of the duty had brought 
results in a shorter period, and, to a greater 
extent, than even he had hoped when it was 
decided upon. Every motor manufacturer 
whose cars sold in any quantity in this 
country had made, or was making arrange- 
ments, to have the bodies assembled here, 
“with ‘one or two exceptions, and he had no 
doubt that these one or two firms would pro- 
ceed to make arrangements. Some of the 
firms were making arrangements to assemble 
not merely the body, but the chassis, It was 
anticipated that very considerable employ- 
ment would be given and that, as a result 
of the assembling of the bodies here and 
the decision of the Executive Council to remit 
the duty on parts, motor cars would be 
cheaper than at present. 


TRADE’S CO-OPERATION. 


Figures available showed that considerable 
importation of cars was anticipated. The 
Dail was asked to approve of the modifica- 
tions set out. The next resolution that he 
would move was designed to remit sny duty 
chargeable on the chassis, provided it was 
imported as part of a complete car before 
7th August. The decision to make that 
revision was arrived! at when he was satisfied 
that all those concerned with the importation 
of cars. were going to co-operate with the 
Government in having the body-building 
industry established here. He was not. sure 
to what extent the remission was necessary. 
In the case of some makers of cars there 
was a reason to hone that the Irish-built 
body would be available before August 7th. 
He had received from the firms concerned 


engaged in the importation of motor cars a. 


specific guarantee that they would not, during 
the period of remission, import a larger 
number of cars than were imported in the 
same months last year. 


REMISSION OF DUTY. 

The second part of the resolution related 
té and effected remjssion of duty litherto 
chargeable on the parts of bodies. rhese 
parts were always subject to the tax since 
the establishment of the Free State, to a duty 
of 334 per cent., with a preferential rate. 
They were removing that duty »ntirely. It 
was in consequence of that that they ex- 
pected the price of cars to be reduced. 

As regards the bodies for "buses and com- 
mercial vehicles, they could make them here 
as cheaply as elsewhere, and, it was antici- 
pated, more cheaply in consequence of the 
tariff. The competence of Irish manufac- 
turers to supply such bodies was never in 
question, The third part of the amending 
resolution facilitated persons who came to 
reside here permanently to import cars free 
of duty. 


MR. MCGILLIGAN’S

Mr. McGILLIGAN (C. nG., N.U.I.) said 
that the Tariff Commission, in its report, 
stated that a tendency was likely to develop 
that the bigger companies would manufac- 
ture their own ‘bus bodies, a development

mation of certain groups of companies 
it was believed, would be a very desirable 
tendency. 
stated that several firms did not regard it as 
a lucrative side of business to contract for 
making ‘bus bodies. Some of these firms 
were hit so severely. in the matter of price- 
cutting that they had to form a ring to keep 
yricas up. The only effect the tariff could 
ban would be, net to inerease employment, 
but to put a weapon in the hands of cer- 
tain companies. hey could demand from 
their workers greater return. by reason of 
the tariff. As far as getting increased em- 
ployment. the order was useless, or very 
near to it. 

As a result of the tamff he did not think 
that Irish purchasers of cars were going to 
get the same quality for the money, apart 
from the same variety. The extreme limit 
that could be got here for assembling was 
about 20 per cent. of the work in the making 
of the entire car. The inevitable result of 
the tariff would be that prices would rise, and 
there would be a falling off in the demand 
for cars and vehicles. 

The MINISTER for INDUSTRY and 
COMMERCE said that it was usual when 
importing open trucks to include the driver's 
seat and hood with the chassis; that would 
cease in future. 


THREE MONTHS HENCE, 
Replying to Mr. DILLON (Independent, 


negal), 
The MINISTER said that wings and dash- 
boards would be allowed in with the chassis. 
It would be demonstrated, he continued, that 
bodies of the same quality and price as im- 
ported ones could be made here. Ireland 
was the only country in which there was no 
body-assembling industry. The cost of as- 
semblage here chenia not be higher than any- 
where else, and the fact that the duty etiala 
have been removed on parts would enable 
ears to be sold cheaper. If there was a 
single tariff imposed by the Government 
which was justified it was this one, and within

‘The scheme involves a stricter 
hmitation of production, but not a complets 
stoppage of production, and there will be 


| complete suspension of tin exports for two 


months from June Ist, 1932. he details of 
the scheme may be summarised as follows :— 
During tha two months’ export holiday, and 
for one month following, the mines are to 
produce up to only 134 per cent. of their 
1929 capacity, while for the following nine 
months production is to be limited to 40 per 
cent. of capacity. The limited stocks of the - 
metal created during the two months’ export 
holiday will be gradually liquidated during 
the following ten months—+.e., during the 
period of one month’s production at 134 per 
cent. of 1929 capacity and nine months at 40 
per cent, It is further learnt that the Bryne 
tin scheme for cessation of production over a 
certain period has died a natural death. | 


BANKERS’ LOAN CHARGES. 

Current discussion of the charge made by 
the banks for advances to traders does not al- 
ways indicate a full knowledge of the circum- 
stances. A good deal is made of the supposed 
minimum rate of 5 per cent. for sach accom- 
modation, irrespective of the bank rate level, 
and at a time when the banks in London are 
giving only $ per cent. for deposits the figure 
may appear to be excessive, but it is not an 
irreducible minimum.. A great deal depends 
upon the character of the borrower and much 
upon the security pledged for a loan, so that 
while 5 per cent. is a theoretical minimum 
in practice a bank may lend at a consider- 
ably lower level. Those institutions recently 
reduced their charge for advances to the 
Money Market to 1} per cent., and probably 
the Stock Exchange could borrow on gilt- 
edged securities at Ó or 34 per cent., though 
admittedly this has nothing to do with the 
question of the cast of bank credit to traders. 


BANK OF ENGLAND RETURN 


The Bank of England's gold purchase on 
Saturday -last. is reflected. in the current 
Bank of England return in a rise of £2,037,605 
in the total gold holding, which, at 
£123,522,501, is £27,683,185 lower than at 
this time last year. ‘lhe active note circula- 
tion 1s only £125,820 higher than last week's 
figure, but at £358,439,566 is nearly 
£7,000,000 higher than at the corresponding 
time in 1931. 

Public deposits have risen by £7,708,163 
on the week to £21,426,913, but bankers’ and 
other deposits have both fallen, the former 
by £3,427,524 to £74,602,046 and the latter 
by £561,969 to £32,617,945. Government 
securities in the banking department are 
£808,750 higher at £72,944,656, as compared 
with last year’s figure of £31,879,684. Dis- 
counts and advances have dropped by £406,715 
to £11,689,473, but other securities stand at 
£21,698,088, as against £20,288,230 last week. 
In the issue department other Government 
securities have risen and other securities 
fallen by about £3,170,000 to £198,677,515 
and £61,486,959 respectively. Consequent 
upon the increase in the gold holding, the 
reserve shows a rise on the week of 
£1,911,785, but at £40,082,935 is over 
£19,500,000 lower than at this time in 1931. 

Mainly as a result of this rise in the 
reserve the proportion of reserve to liabilities 
has risen by 9.6 per cent. to 31.1 per cent., 
which, however, is fully 25.3 per cent. lower 
than last year’s figure.
